SEEKS TO PURCHASE 


CRACKER FRANCHISE 


~ SPLLER ADM 
SEVERAL OFFERS 
MADE FOR TEA 


‘President of Club Says, 
However, That He Has 
Refused All Purchase 
Proposals Up to Date. 


DEFINITE ACTION 
IS EXPECTED SOON 


Sendtors Seek Georgia 
Farm for Recruits; Grif- 
fith Anticipating Mak- 
ing New Offer.

Negotiations are under way for the 
purchase of the Atlanta baseball club 
by the Washington Senators, of the 
American Jeague. This information 
was given by Colonel Rell Jackson 
Spiller, owner of the Cracker fran- 
chise, Wednesday afternoon. 

It was stated by Colonel Spiller 
that the negotiations are in the em- 
bryo stage as yet and that no defi- 
nite agreement has been reached by 
the owners of the two clubs. He did 
say, however that several offers for 
the purchase have heen made by the 
Washington outfit and they have al] 
been refused point blank by the At- 
lanta stockholders, 

Use 4... « as Farm. 

It is understood that the Wash- 
ington team wishes to procure the 
franchise for the purpose of using the 
Atlanta team as a farm for its rookie 
players. Such a tieup is made by 
most major league teams and the 
Washington club now has a working 
agreement with the Birming'«om 
Barons in the Southern league. 

This’ is' the second time since Colo- 
nel Spiller has owned the club that 
negotiations have been under way for 
its sale. It is expected that definite 
infermation on the proposed sale will 
be available within a few days, ac- 
cording to Mr. Spiller. 

Four Owners. 

Within the past 12 years ownership 
of the Atlanta Baseball company has 
changed four times, with Colonel R. 
J. Spiller buying it on two of those 
occasions, . 

In 1926 Colonel Spiller bought the 
club from Dan Michalove for $275,- 
000. Michalove had purchased the 
club in 1923 from Spiller, who in turn 
purchased it from the late Charles 
Frank in 1919. Frank had purchased 
the club in 1916 from the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, now the 
Georgia Power company. 

According to a statement made late 
Wednesday night by Colonel Spiller, 
Washington has tried several times te 
buy the club as have the New York 
Yankees and other big league organi- 
zations, 

Considerable interest was aroused in 
the latter part of 1926 when Ty Cobb. 
famous baseball player now with the 
Philadelphia Athletics, of the Ameri- 
can, was said to have made an offer 
for the club. Nothing, however, came 
of this move. 


GRIFFITH DENIES 
ATLANTA PURCHASE. 


Washington, August 1.—()—A re- 
port that the Washington Baseball 
club has purchased the Atlanta club 
of the Southern association was de- 
nied tonight by Clark Griffith, presi- 
dent of the Senators, but he added

S REGOMMENDED 


Recommendation That 
Superstructure Work Go 
to National Co. Expected 
To Mean Early Start. 


Following recommendation Wednes- 
day of the special city hall committee 
of city council and the contact com- 
mittee of the Atlanta bond commission 
that the contract for erection of the 
superstructure be awarded to the Na- 
tional Gonstruction company at a cost 
of $840,700, it was predicted that actu- 
al work on the project will be begun 
within the next 30 days and that the 
building will be completed within 12 
months, 

Recommendation of the committee 
took place at the session which was 
held in the city council chamber, and 
presided over by Councilman Howard 
C. McCutcheon, of the second’ ward, 
and chairman of the committee, 


Mr. MeCutcheon and G, Lloyd 
Preacher, architect, were instructed to 
open negotiations in an effort to raise 
about $83,700, the amount needed to 
supplement the $757,000 fund already 
available for the work in order that 
the bond commission can pass on the 
recommendation. This it will do at 
a meeting called for 10 o'clock Friday 
morning by J. P. Wall, acting chair- 
man of the commission and the city 
hall contact committee, in the ab-

In the effort to reduce the contract 
price to a minimum, the committee 
voted to take advantage of $83,775 in 
alternates. These included $73,425 
for an equipment allowance; $7,700 
for stone tile or jumbo brick in the 
interior finish; $1,000 for a marble 
base and $1,650 for tile tex floors.

GEORGIA TOBACCO 
MARKET IS BEST 
INSTATE'S HISTORY 


on First Day; Market Is 
Strong, Bidding Steady, 
Prices Firm. 


Macon, Ga., August 1.—(4)—To- 
bacco made history in south Georgia 
today, record quantities and qualities 
bringing a flood of gold from opening 
day prices equaling and in some cases 
bettering those for previous seasons. 

Carnival scenes were enacted in the 
22 towns where warehouses were hum- 
ming all day wtih the cries of the 
auctioneers. Business felt the keen 
stimulus of prices that averaged be- 
tween 15 and 20 cents for the initial 
day of a tobacco season which is ex- 
pected to see total sales approximat- 


ing 68,000,000 pounds. 
Despite that the bulk of the weed 


was sand-lugs and primings, the qual- 
ity was so high that prices showed a 
spread of 3 to 35 cents per pound, 
which was considered extraordinary 
for the initial marketing. 
Markets Crowded. 

Between 6,000,000 and 8,000,000 

pounds were available to the buyers 


today in warehouses where every inch 
of space was taken and long trains 
of wagons and trucks waited for the 
floors to be cleaned so they might 
unload. Sales figures will not be 
available before tomorrow, but many 
markets reported the buyers were not 
able to finish before night, resulting 
in blocked sales. 

Tobacco farmers trooped with their 
families to the opening day sales and 
several cities arranged programs of 
amusements ror the visitors. Way- 
cross was gay with bunting and flags. 
Tifton held a tobacco festival. naming 
Miss Buford Lassiter queen. There 
were parades with decorated - floats, 
a water carnival and a dance. Sena- 
tor Ed. Rivers, candidate for gov- 
ernor entertained the crowds at 
Habira with a campaign speech, 

Vidalia Leads in Tonnage. 

Five thousand visitors watched the 
sales in Douglas; Baxley had to take 
eare of 2,000 persons who spent the 
day in town, while every other mart 
reported the streets filled and traffic 
congested. There were so many folks 
in Vidalia that private homes had to 
be opened to them. 

With 1,500,000 pounds reported on 
the floors of her wareheuses, Vidalia 
led in tonnage for reporting towns. 
Tifton, whose seasonal goal has been 
set for 10,000,000 pounds, had one 
million of the tonnage on hand to- 
day. With figures from seven mar- 
kets missing, all places reported record 
opening day tonnages.

An average increase of 15 per cent 
in salaries for Fulton county school 
teachers, amounting to 20 per cent 
for elementary instructors and half 
of this percentage for those of high 
schools, was assured Wednesday when 
the Fulton commission: appropriated

$100,000, payable next year, to the! 


building and equipment fund. 

The proposal was approved on rec- 
ommendation of Captain George M. 
Hope, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, who has been working out de- 
tails of the plan with Jere A. Wells, 


superintendent of county schools. 

Under state laws, the county board 
has no authority to appropriate money 
direct for school maintenance, but the 
arrangement was made to increase the 
building fund, with the understanding 
that the board use its present income 
to defray the larger’ operating cost. 

Bank Arrangement Planned. 

While the first $40,000 of the in- 
crease will not be paid by the county 
until February 15, the board was as- 
sured that the increased salaries can 
be met.for the first four months of 
next term by agreement with local 
banks. 

The Fulton board of education re- 
quested this increase during the spring, 
but action was deferred by the com- 
mission because of lack of funds. The 
board of education will meet next 
Tuesday at the courthouse to work out 
the revised salary list, Mr, Wells said. 

Elementary instructors, at present 
drawing from/{$750 to $1.100 yearly, 
will derjv e chief benefit from the 
increase, because they are paid on a 
considerably lower scale than the high 
schoo] teachers, Mr. Wells said. 


Annual Income Inadequate. 


The $600,000 annual income from 
the special tax levy and state appro- 
priations was inadequate to finance 
the building,«equipping and maintain- 
ing of county’ schools, since this 
amount could not be made to include 
a higher salary rate, according to Mr. 
Wells. 3 

At request ‘of a representative from 
city council, the commission agreed 
to cooperate with the city in supplying 
labor as soon as possible to grade 
Candler field, the municipal airport. 

It was proposed to grade a 600-foot 
runway to extend entirely across the 
field, from east to west, to permit the 
convenient landing and take-off of 
heavy planes in all weather conditions. 

The commission set no date at which 
labor would be available for this 
purpose, but it was indicated that the 
press of road work, due to an unusual- 
ly wet season, might bring about a

SMITH TO MEET 
~ FARMERS’ CHIEF 


Governor Returns to New 
York; Will Also Discuss 
Prohibition and Other 
Issues With Aides.

New York, Ang. 1.—(United News.) 
Governor Alfred E. Smith returned to- 
night from his short vacation on Long 
Island, tanned and feeling fit, for a 
series of conferences here the rest of 
this week touching every phase of his 

presidential campaign. 

He will advise with campaign direc- 
tors here and leaders from other sec- 
tions on farm relief, prohibition and 
other issues, which he will touch upon 
in his acceptance speech August 22, 
and will discuss the situation in the 
south, which has received the atten- 
tion of his leaders here in the last 
few days. 

Consider Attack. 
The governor also will consider the 


attack on his legislative record by 
William Allen White, Kansas editor, 
which he is expected to answer in the 
next few days. ‘White retracted his 
charges that Smith voted in the legis- 
lature to protect prostitution and gam- 
bling, before he sailed today for Eu- 
rope. He stood pat on his charge that 
Smith voted to protect the saloon. 
The democratic candidate got a com- 
plete report on campaign developments 
in the last few days at a dinner con- 
ference tonight with Chairman John 
J. Raskob of the national committee. 


Confer With Peek. 


He will confer Thursday morning 
with George N. Peek, former republic- 
an and chairman of the corn belt com- 
mittee, which still is agitating for the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill and 
its equalization fee. Raskob indicated 
sympathy with Peek’s views in a pro- 
longed conference yesterday. Peek will 
seek from the governor his interpreta- 
tion of the farm plank in the demo- 
cratic platform. He _ indicated he 
would declare for Smith and use his 
influence in the farm organization if 
Smith satisfies him on the farm issue. 

Raskob revealed today that he will 
draft a definite farm relief plan to be 
submitted to the voters during the 
campaign. He is not committed to the 
equalization fée.or any other particu- 
lar plan, but said he would begin an 
exhaustive economic survey into the 
problem, 

Formulate Plan. 

The democrats, it is believed, will 
not endorse the equalization fee as 
such, but’ will prepare a plan embody- 
ing similar principles, but worked out 
ina different way. Smith will dis- 
cuss this plan in a general way in his 
acceptance speech. 

Raskob’s sympathetic attitude to- 
ward Peek’s presentation of the 
equalization fee principle drew a re- 
tort today from Senator George H. 
Moses, of New Hampshire, eastern

Giant Steel Lock Crashes 
at St. Catherines, Ont., 
Crushing Victims Until 
Identification Difficult. 


‘(P)—With the death tonight of two 
'of the thigty or more men injured teo- 
day when a 500-ton steel lock gate 
crashed into: an excavation for the 
Welland ship ‘canal at Thorold, the 
death list was increased to eight. 

Several of the bodies recovered 
were badly crushed, but all the vic- 
tims were identified as workmen who 
had been in the excavatiqn when the 
Huge construction crane hoisting the 
gate weakened and dropped its burden 
upon them. 

Forty in Vicinity. 

Approximately 40 workmen were in 
the vicinity of the lock when the ac- 
cident occurred just before noon and 
none apparently escape death or in- 
jury. Rescue workers immediately 


“attacked the: mass of tangled steel 


and debris in an effort to reach crane 
men, riveters, helpers and groun:! nen 
who were trapped in the excavation 
as the gate fell. 

Two cranes were raising the gate. 
One held, but the second slipped and 
dropped the gate into a steel fabric 
on one side of the lock. 

Identification Hard. 


Identification of victims was diffi- 
cult, some of them being crushed al- 
most beyond recognition. Reports 
were that two men on the faltering 
crane were pitched into the. pit and 
killed. 

Some of the injured who were ex- 
tricated were hurt so badly that little 
hope was held for their lives, 

The accident brought to a total of 
at least 90, the deaths Incurred since 
construction of the canal was started 
15 years ago. Eight men were killed 
in August, 1926, when a_ shackle 
broke at a lock near the spot where 
today’s crash happened. 

Physicians Are Called. 


Physicians from Thorold, Merritton 
ad St. Catherines directed emergency 
relief work. Hundreds of spectators 
crowded about the scene of the dis- 
aster and looked down into the deep 
excavation as frantic rescue efforts 
were carried on, 

The. Peter Lyall Construction com- 
pany has the contract for the section 
of the canal in which -the accident oc- 
curred, although the erection of the 
steel gates on all sections is being car- 
ried out by a specially organized com- 
pany. known as the Steel Gates com- 
pany of Canada. 

All officials

FIVE ARE KILLED 
51 HURT NBLAST 


‘One Refinery Employee 
Injured Fatally as Ex- 
plosion Wrecks Oil Ma- 
chine in Illinois.

Lawrenceville, Ill., August 1.—(#) 


Explosion of an old steam oil still | 


at the Indian refinery here today 
eaused the death of five and injured 
51 others, nine seriously. 

The blast occurred while the re- 
finery’s volunteer fire brigade was 
fighting a small blaze at the still and 
drenched almost three score of them 
in burning oil. 

The explosion occurred without 
warning. Burning oil spurted 100 
feet upward through a manhole of 
the still. The blazing oil sprayed 
down upon the fire-fighters who had 
no chance to saye themselves. 

Soon after the explosion, nearly all 
of Lawrenceville’s doctors answered 
emergency calls from the refinery and 
administered first aid at the plant 
before the more seriously injured were 
taken to hospitals in Vincennes, Ind., 
of the 55 burned, 37 were so serious 
they were sent to the hospitals. Hos- 
pital attendants said nine were not ex- 
pected to live through she night. 

Virtually all of. the injured were 
residents of Lawrenceville or living 
nearby. : 

The fire was reported at 4:30 a. 
m. and ten minutes later the explosion 
occurred. The injured men, many 
of them with the hair burned from 
their heads, and their faces and hands 
seared, ran through the plant seek- 
ing relief. Fellow workers who were 
uninjured encountered difficult in 
quieting them and getting them to the 
first aid station. 

Ambulances from both Lawrence- 
ville and Vincennes along with pri- 
vate automobiles were pressed into 
service soon had removed the injured 
to hospitals, Among the critically 
injured were Louis Hensley, refinery

FOR PARTY UNITY 


Mississippi Senator Calls 
on Democracy To Back 
Governor Smith Despite 
All Objections. 


Lake, Miss., August 1.—(4)—Sena- 
tor Pat Harrison, Mississippi's mili- 
tant champion of democracy appeared 
unexpectedly at the Patron’s Union 
fair here tonight and delivered the 
feature address of the evening, declar- 
ing that “when the ramparts of the 
democratic party are attacked from 
without, or its ramks threatened by 
mutiny from within, then is my ar- 
mor on and my sword drawn in her 


defense.” . 

Senator Harrison came here direct 
from Washington to deliver two ad- 
dresses in what is reported as a drive 
to. hold Mississippi voters in line for 
the fall election. He speaks tomor- 
row at the Neshoba county fair at 
Philadelphia. 

All On Politics. 


The address of the senior Missis- 
sippi senator was devoted wholly to 
national politics. He declared himself 
clearly and unequivocally in behalf of 
the democratic national ticket. 

“T have confidence in the democracy 
of my fellow Mississippians,’ said 
Senator Harrison. “I have not any 
doubt that every assault that will be 
made from without and every threat 
from within will be countered by those 
of you here and those elsewhere in 
the state who revere the teachings 
and traditions and principles of the 
democratic party. 

“In the beginning of: the national 
convention I opposed the nomination 
of Governor Alfred E. Smith, New 
York,-as the presidential nominee, but 
when he received two-thirds of the 
votes of that convention and under 
the rules of the democratic party was 
the nominee, I then yoted for his nomi- 
nation. 

Backs Nominee. 


“Some may honestly feel justified 
in supporting the republican ticket in 
this election because of the views of 
our presidential nominee respecting 
the prohibition question. 

“Others may find opposition in the 
fact that the democratic nominee is a 
Catholic. 

“As important as these qualifica- 
tions may appear to some, may I say 
that the south cannot afford because 
of these diverse opinions to alienate 
those millions of men and women in 
other parts of the country who are of 
the Catholic faith and who entertain 
different views respecting prohibition. 
They have stood with our section for 
three-quarters of a century on the 
many great and major questions of 
party principles and party policies, 
Differences within the church and dif- 
ferences over the church and differ- 
ences between churches have without 
exception fanned the flame of discord 
and destroyed the peace and happiness 
of peoples.

No Limit By Law. 


Nobody knows how much has been 
spent sub-rosa in past campaigns or 
how much will be spent that way this 
time. ‘That large sums are so spent 
is generally recognized, but the mon- 
ey is put up on the side by individuals 
and is not contributed to the national 
committee, but to individuals who are 
to undertake certain work. The mon- 
ey is thereby made effective in the ¢4| 
campaign, but not having passed 
through the hands of a committee it | 
does not have to be accounted for un- 
der law. 

Because of the large sums thus 
spent, and the additional sums spent 
in state and county campaigns on lo- 
eal candidates, which react for the 
general good of the “ticket,” accurate 
estimates of the total sums actually 
spent in presidential campaigns never 
have been obtained. 
| The law places no limit on the 

amount that may be spent in a presi- 

dential campaign. It only requires 
that political organizations handling 
campaign funds report receipts and 
disbursements.

“It is well for us to define the 
meaning of farm truck,” Dr. Me-

to use some of his surplus land in the 
production of some kind of truck 
crop. Unfortunately, when a crop of 
this kind is a side line, it is quite apt 
to be unprofitable. Should it develop 
into a profitable enterprise there is a 
tendency for it to become a main 
line of endeavor.” 

Praises Home Gardens. 

Raising a number of questions in 
connection with the planting, growing 
and raising of the larger truck areas, 
Dr. McHatton emphasized the im- 
portance of the home garden and de- 
clared. it as his belief that every 
farmer's income should be materially 
increased through his garden. He 
said it was undoubtedly true that no 
one acre of land will return such a 
profit as that devoted to the produc- 
tion of vegetables for home use. 

“We should realize that the man 
who is responsible for the procure- 
ment of food for the family should 
look upon the garden as one of his 
special responsibilities. It should not 
be turned over to the hard working 
housewife or the unstable school boy, 
but should have the best attention of 
the farmer himself. 

“From a truck standpoint, Georgia 
needs certain things. First, knowl- 
edge of the best methods of. culture 
and, beyond this, a_ willingness to 
practice what is known to be correct 
in order that a more standardized 
product can be produced,” he explain- 
ed. “The marketing of truck is a 
hazardous matter at best. It is de- 
pendent upon _ standardization § of 
products and thorough cooperation of 
growers in producing and in selling.

THE SKIN'S A BUSY ORGAN IN 
THE GOOD OLD SUMMER TIME. 
- May 22 I said here, as few readers 
will recall, that the teaching .that the 
skin absorbs, throws off wastes and 
breathes, is “balderdash” and “hum- 
.\bug,” and it appears that the clean- 
'liness institute, founded by the Asso- 
ciation of American Soap and Glycer- 
ine Producers, Inc., takes serious ex- 
ceptions to what I said. The institute 
fears thousands of newspaper readers 
are in “no position to check Dr. 
Brady's statements” about such a sub- 
ject. 

Any reader who cares to take the 
trouble may get from the public library 
a copy of Howell’s “Textbook of Phy- 
siology,” or any. other authoritative 
}physiology book, and check my teach- 
ings about any question of physiology. 
There is no secret about human phy- 
siology, except the secret and under- 
handed way in which some commercial 
interests strive to “ago the teaching 
of physiology in the schools or other- 
wise, 

Again I assert, and'I challenge con- 
tradition, that there is no ground for 
the absurd fancy that the skin ab- 
sorbs anything, even though some 
physieians still belieye or teach that 
certain drugs, say mercury, are ab- 
sorbed through the skin when applied 
by inunction, that is, prolonged rub- 
bing of the well cleansed skin with an 
ointment containing the finely divided 
mercury. So good an authority as Dr. 
Bernard Fantus, noted as a teacher of 
therapeutics and an author of books on 
the subject of treatment with drugs, 
still insists, I believe, that mercury is 
absorbed through the skin’ when the 
drug is applied in inunctions, but Dr. 
Fantus cites no scientific proof in 
support of his centention, only .em- 
piricism and traditional belief of the 
profession. Under the heading “Fan- 
tus, Fancy, Fantum” I commented 
about this in reply to a query some 
time ago, and I am ashamed now about 
this unwarranted play upon the name 
of a man for whom I have only admir- 
ation and respect, but I did it in the 
heat of the moment, thanks to the 
Machiavelian activity of a competitor 
of mine whom it would be too good 
advertising to name. Dr. Fantus, 
though an eminent authority in thera- 
peutics, is not, in my opinion, an au- 
thority on ‘physiology. 

Dr. Carl G. Zwick, a dermatologist, 
conducted exhaustive | experiments 
three or four years ago to determine 
whether mercury ointment is absorbed 
through the skin. He used guinea pigs, 
or maybe rabbits, and having applied 
the inunction under the most favorable 
conditions, he made miscoscopic sec- 
tions of the skin at varying periods 
of time afterward and sought for the 
minute mercury particles. He was 
unable to find any particles of mer- 
cury in the deeper part of the skin 
proper only in the recesses and the 
ducts of the oil glands did he find 
particles of the mercury. This is prob- 
ably the most accurate scientific evi- 
dence we have bearing on the question 
of absorption through the skin. It is 
negative and therefore doesn’t prove 
anything, but if mercury is absorbed 
through the skin Dr. Zwick’ss method 
of investigation ought to show traces 
of it within the true skin. 

I am not debating the proposition 
that the skin is an organ, or even that 
it is a hard working organ, whatever 
that may mean to you—it doesn’t mean 
anything to me. I am merely assert- 
ing a fair assumption, namely that 
nothing is ever absorbed through the 
unbroken or normal skin, and if any- 
one can educe any evidence to the con- 
trary I’d like to hear about it. Cer- 
tainly no physiologist, no authority on 
physiology, asserts that anything is 
absorbed through the skin

ON CHOICE TODAY 


Atlantie City. N. J., August 1.—@) 
Having disposed of much of its..rou- 
tine business, the executive council 
of the American Federation of bor 
today prepared the way for the presen- 
tation of the report of the organiza- 
tion’s non-partisan political committee. 

While there was still much specula- 
tion and discussion by the members of 
the council concerning the attitude 
which the federation would take to- 
ward the presidential candidates, no 
one would venture to predict whether 
Hoover or Smith, or either, would re- 
ceive the indorsement of the organi- 
zation. * 

Depends on Platforms. 


William Green, president of the fed- 
eration, indicated, however, in his 
statements that the action of the coun- 
cil depended on the “clarification” of 
the party platforms by the candidates. 

In discussing with newspapermen 
the published reports that Governor 
Smith had approved the labor planks 
in the democratic platform before it 
was adopted, which planks were con- 
sidered by labor as unfavorable to 
them, Mr. Green stated that ‘a politi- 
cal platform was a very general thing.” 

He added that “the personal views 
of the candidate can make it mean an 
entirely different. thing.” 

According to the schedule outlined 
by the council at its first meeting yes- 
terday, much of the business was 
cleared up today. In addition to dis- 
cussing an application for a charter 
which had been received from the 
sleeping car porters, the executive 
committee approved a message of con- 
dolence which President Green, as 
president of the Pan-American Federa- 
tion of Labor, had sent to President 
Calles, of Mexico, on the assassination 
of President-elect Obregon. 

After the afternoon session Mr. 
Green announced that final decision 
on the porters’ application had been 
deferred until a later meeting.of the 
council. 

Smith Conference Included. 

When the report of the non-partisan 
committee is read tomorrow, Mr. Green 
stated, it will contain the results of 
his recent conference with Governor 
Smith. The conference, it was under- 
stood, was the result of a plank in 
the demacratie platform which did not 
clearly enough define the use of the 
injunction in labor disputes. 

Mr. Green declared that the injunc- 
tion question was foremost in the 
minds of the council, because of. the 
fact that its use had been “vicious” on 
several occasions, 

He explained that labor sought 
legislation which would make impos- 


sible the issuance of orders to pre- 


vent the normal functions of a strik- 
ing body. These normal functions in- 
cluded picketing, the holding of meet- 
ings and the use of free speech, he 
said, 

In addition; it was hoped that legis- 
lation would be promised that would 
not .necessitate the validation § by 
equity courts of so-called “yellow dog 
contracts,” the president said. These 
contracts, according to Mr. Green, are 
forced by employers upon employees 
and leave the latter with no equity 
whatsoever. 

The council will meet with archi-

“Three weeks ago a gallant young 
officer of the Mexican army lost his 
life in the air after he had already 
won his place in the world. In a 
peculiar way his death was a loss to 
the United States because he died 
while completing a flight binding our 
neighboring nations closer together. 

“Before our sorrowing nation could 
deliver back to the land of his birth 
the body of Captain Elmilio Cgrranza 
there fell upon Mexico one of the 
greatest tragedies in his history. Two 
weeks ago the president-elect, General 
Alvaro Obregon, was assassinated. . 


Impressed By Fortitude. 


“We have been deeply impressed by 
the fortitude and tranquility with 
which the Mexican people have with- 
stood these two stunning blows, with 
the dignity and the courage and the 
calmness they have exhibited whether 
in governmental positions or the ordi- 
nary vocations.of life. That calmness 
and steadiness we may well practise 
ourselves, and maintained that confi- 
dence (the ambassador emphasized the 
word “confidence”) in this country 
and this people which this chamber of 
commerce has written into its code of 
business conduct. 

“We who know Mexico and the Mex- 
ican people can have a firm faith that 
they will solve their great problem by 
orderly process of law. And all peoples 
are helped always by the faith of other 
peoples in them.”

TROLLINGER PLEA 
WILL BE CARRIED 
TO SUPREME COURT 


The fight to save Tom Trollinger 
from serving a four to six-year term 
for his alleged killing of Millard Al- 
len will be carried to the state su- 
preme court, it was announced 
Wednesday night by attorneys for 
Trollinger. The announcement was 
made by the counsel for the Simpson 
road farmer after the Georgia court 
of appeals Wednesday morning had 
ruled against reopening the case.

To the right I have sketched 
what would happen if, after John- 
ny carefully brought his club to 
the tep with his straight left arm 
in control, he suddenly decided to 
hit from the top with his right 
arm. That would force the club 
out from him and cause him to 
pull it in toward him and across 
the ball in order to make contact. 

Your slice may be due to over 
anxiety to drive a mile after tak- 
ing the club back properly. That 
causes one to start the down- 
swing with the right. To see what 
that does take a elub and alter- 
nately start it down slowly with 
right and left hands gripping it.’ 
You'll soon see that when the 
right starts it down it pushes it 
out from you. That will force it 
out. so far you have to pull it in 
to connect with the ball. A slice 
is certain to result. The left in 
control does it correctly.

- Two Olympic Events 


American Trackmen Experience Bad Day; 
Williams Is First in Two Races.

old Canadian schoolboy, who 
taken along just te keep peace in the 
Dominion athletic family, is now sprint 
champion of the world. 


Flashing the same speed, the same 
remarkable stamina and the same spec- 
tacular sort of finish that gave him 
the 100-meter victory two days ago, 
the curly-haired youth from Vancouver 
staged a whirlwind spurt on a rain- 
soaked track to win the 200 meters 
from the best America, England and 
Germany could produce. Williams, 
who was thought to have shot his 
bolt in the 100, came from behind in 
a closely bunched field to beat Wal- 
ter Ranceley, of Great Britain, by a 
yard with Jackson Scholz, 1924 cham- 
pion, and Helmut Koernig, German 
favorite, declared tied for third by the 
judges after a long debate. 


Double Victory. 


Williams, through his sensational 
sweep, registered the first Olpmpic 
sprint double since the American, 
Ralph Craig, turned the trick in 1912, 
and dealt another stunning blow to 
Uncle Sam’s track.men who were shut 
out in the dashes for the first time in 
20 years of Olympic competition. 

To make the Americans’ rout on 
the red-cindered Olympic oval worse, 
S. Atkinson, rangy South Ameri- 
can, emerged from the pack in a spec- 
tacular 110-meter hurdle final to beat 
the American trio of Stephen Ander- 
son, John Collier and Leighton Dye 
and equal the world’s record of 14 4-5 
seconds. Atkinson beat Anderson by 
inches in a dazzling finish after Col- 
lier, leading at the eighth hurdle, fal- 
tered together with G. S. Weightman- 
Smith, another South African, who 
had beaten the world’s record yesier- 
day only to finish -fifth today. 

On*®a rainy d@y which also saw 
Lioyd Hahn pass completely and dis- 
mally from the Olympic picture m the 
first 1,500-meter final, it took a series 
of brilliant performances by Ameri- 
can stalwarts in the field to lift a 
portion of t@ gloom now shrouding 
the Yankee camp.

This 
wail gained added force last year at 
Chicago when, at the conclusion of 
their ten-round return engagement, 
Mr. Dempsey was still standing in a 
vertical position. 

It appears that some, in fact many 
of the boys, who assume to possess 
considerable knowledge of fights, past 
and present, are inclined to point with 
scorn to the hitting prowess of the 
present champion. They are forever 
comparing his soaking power to that 
of Robert Fitzsimmons, Jim Jeffries 
and other hard hitters of a bygone 
era.

The longer hitting pros 
can work up to an average carry of 
240 yards without extra presure. If 
they need greater distance they can 
lift it te 260 or more. Abe Mitch- 
ell’s longest carry was measured at 
316 yards. There must have been a 
following wind. 
wallop a golf ball hard enough to 
earry anything like 300 yards against 
the wind. Charley Hall, of Birming- 
ham, has often carried over 300 yards. 

Wind and condition of the course 
play big parts in total length. Skokie 
in 1922 was dry and fast. Both Abe 
Mitchell and Charley Hak drove one 
green nearly 440 yards away. 
light favoring wind and a sunbaked 
course turned a good two-shotter into 
a one-shot hole for this pair. Phil 
Finlay averaged about 260 yards from 
the tee at Minikahda. I saw him 
play a par 5 hole—the fourteenth— 
with a drive and a mashie. The hole 
was around 480 yards in length. At 
Scioto in 1926 Bobby Jones used a 
drive and a No, 4 iron to reach\ the 


final green, 400 yards in length. His 
drive was over 300 yards, carry and 
and roll. Glenna Collet reached the 
16th green at Belleair in two skhots— 
and this hole is 530 yards in length. 
She then sank her putt for an eagle 
3 This meant an average distance 
of 265 for the drive and the brassie 
approach. Under good average play- 
ing conditions Miss Collett frequent- 
ly gets 250 yards, where carry and 
roll are both counted, She also can 
carry well over 200 yards, if not hit- 
ting against the wind. The wind is 
a big factor, adverse, favoring or 
cross,

Jeffries retired as undefeated heavy- 
weight champion, and it was not until 
five years later when Jeffries came 
back to fight Jack Johnson at Reno, 
Ney., July 4, 1910, was ‘the disputed 
title clarified again. 

No Good Heavyweights. 

One of Tunney’s reasons for retir- 
ing was the scarcity of good heavy- 
weights and Tex Rickard may have a 
stupendous job on his hands arousing 
the public’s interest in the  heavy- 
weight elimination tournament to de- 
termine Tunney’s successor opening in 
September. 


If the coming heavyweight tourna- 
ment is no better than the last one 
which left Tom Heeney as the sur- 
vivor, the publie is not likely to get 


excited nor recognize the winner as se 


gitimate champion. 

The whole thing may terminate in 
either Dempsey or Tunney coming out 
of retirement to save the situation. 
An indication that Tunney may not 
be definitely and finally through with 
the ring is gained from the retiring 
champion’s remark that he believes a 
heavyweight does his best _ fighting 
from 28 to 32. Only 30 now, Tunney 
may stay out of the ring for a year, 
grow, tired of the business or social 
world and come back in 1929.

“Those who are not afraid and who 
are not in terror of powerful oppo- 
nents, will go forward to the conflict, 
determined to defeat this conspiracy, 
one of the most shameless in our 
country's history, and to establish the 
right of government to function for 
the benefit of the people.” 

Senator Johnson is co-author of the 
Boulder dam bill which is the unfin- 
‘ished business of the senaté at the 
convening of the next session, and 
which he believes cannot be stopped 
again by filibusters, as it has been 
twice previously. 

It has been left for Hoover’s cam- 
pagin chairman to decide where Sen- 
ator Johnson's forceful arguments can 
be used to the best advantage to the 
party in the national campaign.
